Russia charged today that Britain 
was trying to prevent a solution of 
the Palestine problem. 


The charge was made by Semen 


K. Tsarapkln, who told tho United 
Nations assemgly'a B7-membcr Pal- 
estine committee that Britain's at- 
titude could be 
Interpreted only 
as "a decision to work 
against 


a settlement of the Palestine prob- 
lem." 


Tsarapkln declared that Britain 


had "come up with srcaervatlon 
that have deprived the (U. N.) or- 
ganl7,atlon of all means of settle- 
ment."British Views Rejected 
"We 
have to reject all state- 
ments made by Britain in the Pal-

committee," he said,

scribing the British declarations 
as "incompatible" with the prin- 
ciples of tho U. N. charter.

Less it: being done by Uncle 


Sam now to further peace

than at any time since the 
end of the 
Japanese 
war. 


There seems good 
reason 


to believe that Chiang Kai- 
shek's central government, 
the Kuornintang, is proving 
ineffective against the Com- 
munists, and indeed his par- 
ty is being accused of de- 
terioration and 
downright 


corruption. On the other 
side, 
the 
Communists are 


gaining, as shown by tho re- 
port that Manchuria is 80 
per cent under Soviet domi- 
nation. 
China, in 
other 


words, is in the grip of full- 
sized civil war. 


Such prominent citizens 


as W. H. Judd (Minn.) of 
the House Foreign Relations 
Committee, William Bullitt, 
former ambassador to Rus- 
sia and Franco, and Henry 
Luce, publisher, urge swift 
and extensive assistance to 
China in money, materials 
and military aid. In general 
they subscribe to the doc-

Navy Club's Mobile Exhibit Will Be Here November 25-26 


The Navy Club of U. 3. A. will 


have one of their mobile exhibits 
in Corsicana Tuesday and Wednes- 
day, November 25-28, according to

The exhibition will be located 


at Fifth

street and will be open to the gen- 
eral public between the hours of 
8:30 
a. m. nnd 9:30 p. m. There 


is no admission charge. However, 
voluntary donations will be ac- 
ceted and funds raised assist the 
Navy Club of U. S. A. carry on 
their extensive welfare and re- 
hahiliiitlon program, Grout stated. 


The Navy Club will exhibit some 


of the most fantastic suicide weap- 
ons developd by the Axis powers 
during the late war. One of. the 


features In this museum on wheels 
ia a complete suicide VI Piloted 
Bomb. This weapon was used with 
devastating effect upon the civilian 
population of England, and it Is 
the first time this weapon ha* ever 
been shown to the public. 


Another feature is the Italian div- 
ing torpedo, the only one of its kind 
in this country, which was operat- 
ed by two frog men who were ex- 
perts in 
underwater 
demolition. 
The detachable warhead on this 
torpedo could be secured to the 
bottom of a ship with a time bomb 
attachment and 
the main part of 


the torpedo was used by the frog 
men to get away. 


These and other weapons on dis- 
play were loaned by the Navy De- 
partment to the Navy Club of U. S. 
A., the only exclusive organization 


of naval veterans and a strictly 
non-profit organization 
dedicated 


to the welfare and rehabilitation 
work of naval veterans of all wars. 
It is an accredited veterans' or- 
ganization and was incorporated 
by Act of Congress in 1940. 
"If you are now or have been a 


sailor, a member of the Naval Re- 
serve, Coast Guard, Marines, Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, a Wave, a 
Spar, or a Woman Marine, be sure 
and register on our log after view- 
ing this exhibit," the tour manager 
urged.
